Th; above relaxation for the pilrpore of assigning higher weight limits in respect of the vehicle, the operation 
of the vehicle within the limits of State of Maharashtra is as per the recommendations of the State Government of 
Maharashtra.

(i) load restiictions on various roads stipulated by the Public Works D.partment/Local Authorities will be 
obierved and perinissiOji of such Authorities will be obtained b-fore the vehicles arc put on the roads.

(iv) Advance intimation shall be given to the concerned Executive Engineer of the State PWD/Local bodies 
regarding each movement of these heavy vehicles. 

(V) The State Oovt./PWD shall net be responsible for any damages that may be sustained cither by the said 
combinaTon of vchicle.s or their contents consequent during the tramsit. 

(vi) Tile grant of this permission of vehicles does not pi event the local oflicers of the State PWD/Local bodies 
from regulating or stopping the movement of these vcliicles depending upon the exigencies of the situation 
and having regard to the coi dition of the road and road structures. 

(vii) All the necessary wdlming signals such as red flags in the day time and red light in the night lime shall 
be pro/id id to indicate the extremiters of the vehicle clearly. 

(Viii) Tli^ said vehiclc-i shall be mrved without any hindrance to the normal flow of tradic. 

(ix) For such special trips, the speeds shall not exceed 1 6kms/hour, 
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(x) The fitness of pavement for the movement of ihis heavy vehicle us well us the feasibility of iiegoiiating the 
curves especially m built up arcus, sufficiency of road width, sulficicncy of vertical clearance should be d ecid- 
cd upon prior to the movement of these heavy vehicles. This is because the overall length, breadth, and 
height of these vehicles are abnormal. 

(xi) The remedial measures, such a-, forming of diversion, proplng or inereaang the cushion should be done 
for the uaafe slrUcttires depmding upoi the prevailing site condition, the span length-,. These remedial 
ineasUrci should be carried oat at the coil of transporter after getting clearance from the concerned Divi¬ 
sional linginecrs of the Public Workj Department. 

fxit) The permission granted now shill apply only to the p.>rLions of the roads lying within the jurisdictions 
of th; Public Works Dep-irtment and permission for plying their vehicles over roads and road structures 
vested with the local bodies and other departments in the route, if any. has to be obtained by the company 
from the concerned authorities, 

4, In ca,e ihi vehicle is to be used outside the Stale of Maharashtra, such an operation will be with the prior app¬ 
roval of rhe concerned Slate PWD/L,ocaI fiodies, and on the route as may be specified by the said Stale PWD/Local 
bodies a id will aUo be subject to such co.idicion> as the State Governnicnt/Tocal Bodies may specify for the safely ol 
structure,, road^, bridges, culverts and with due regard to safety to all road u,ers, for which the State PWD/Local 
B >,lie-, a 1 1 th'police au‘h irities will be kepi duly informed by the operator, eveiy the operation, arc affected.
